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1. ‘There are three principal pagodas in Bangkok used by the Viet inh. 
They are known to the Siamese as Nat Yuen (Annamese pagodas). The 
priests (bonzes) are Vietnamese, and the audiences and congregations 
are principally so.

The best known pagoda is the tiat Yuen in Padsai Road, near Yawarat 
Koad which is used principatly for political meetings. A wore im 
portant Viet Minh stronghola is the Wat Yuen at Bang Phu, across the 
river from Sam Saen. The third and possibly most important wat used 
by the Viet Minh is the rebuilt one near the Sanitorium of Seventh 
Day Adventists which is called the Wat Nang leang. It is near the 


Nang Leang Police Station off Krung Kasem Road, and is mainly used 
by Vietnamese in Tran Van Giauts clique.
